LETTER Il. 
Philadelphia, June 18th, 1823. 


Dear Hvex—Betore | began to traves | was ac- 
quaimnted with only two perpiexities worthy of no- 
ce in trading ; first, a difficulty in finding articles 
agreeable to my wishes—and second, when found, 
a want sometimes of sufficient cash to purchase 
them. Since my arrival at Philadelphia, | have 
experienced a third equally unpleasant, trom its 
tantalizing eficcts. Articles perfectly consonant 
with my desires have been displayed before me, 
and I have even ordered them to be laid aside, not 
doubting that I had money enough with me to 
egress but, on enquiring the price, have been 
otally unable to understand the answer, or to 
pees whether the contents of my pockets would 
have satisfied the demand. You are ready to ask, 
ithe Philadelphians do not speak the English 
language ?—They do.— But, really, some words 
they use, especially on pecuniary subjects, sound 
very harsh and unintelligible to the ear of a Vir- 
ginian. To elucidate more fully my meaning, I 
will give you an account of a few incidents rela- 
tive to this subject. 
A few days since I called on Joseph to take a 
walk. —By-the-bye, you shall hereafter have an ac- 
count of my accidental meeting with this our es- 
te-med friend, and of some highly interesting in- 
cidents in his life, since he bade farewell to the 
companions of his youth, and launched forth to 
seek his fortune on the wide ocean of life. After 
taking a circuitous rambie through the city, we 
at length found ourselves in Chesnut-street. Being 
in want of a watch ribbon and seeing some ex- 
hibited at a window, we entered the shop and had 
them displayed before us. I selected one that 
oleased my fancy, and, as I have always made it 
a practice, asked the price before paying for it-— 
Phe gentleman answered; “ three "leven penny bite.” 
hese were the first words I had heard him utter, 
and believing them to be impure English, arising 
trom some foreign corruption, I glanced a scruti 
nizing look at him to see if I could discern the 
features of a Greek or Hebrew. In a moment, 
however, I was convinced that he was neither; for 
he, imagining I was surprised at the high price of 
the article, began, with the true spirit of an expe- 
rienced veteran of the yardestick, to lavish un- 
bounded praise on the superior quality of the 
goods. Joseph saw the dilemma in which IT was 
placed, and kindly relieved me by saying:—** He 
means thirty-seven and a half cents, or in Virginia 
currency, two and three pence.”” The gentleman 
laughed heartily at this singular manner of reck- 
oning, as | gave him half a dollar and he returned 
what he called a levy.—We departed, nota litile 
amused with this trifling incident. But this was 
only the beginning of such things. 
We were fatigued with the length of our walk 
and entered one of the places of fashionable resort 
in Philadelphia—a cake shop—‘or refreshments. 
After gratifying our appetites with the good lady’s 
ice-cream, queen cakes, ladies’ fingers, cordials, 
&e. Lenquired what was to be paid.—She paused 
a moment, and answeved ina quick and uninters 
rupted tone—** Three-quarter dollars, ’leeen-penny 
bit, fip-penny bit and three cents.” Imagwing the 
bill exceeded the loose change of any person’s 
pocket, I felt for my pocket-book, but to my sor- 
row I found Ehad left it at home. 1 was on the 
point of completing my embarrassment by telling 
the lady, i bad not money enough to pay the bill, 
but I was saved from this humbling confession by 
the interposition of my friend, who had been con- 
versing with a person in another part of the room. 
* Edward,” said he, “ what is the matter now, are 
,ou again embarrassed with the sound of levys 
and fips?” * Lend mea five dollar note,” said I, 
“to pay this bill, and depend on it, I will avoid in 
future such an unpleasant occurrence.” “ You 
Must be wrong in your reckoning; it cannot re 
quire five dollars to pay for our refreshments. — 
* Madam,” continued he, “ what is your bill?” 
“Only one dollar, wanting ——” At the sound 
of intelligible English again, | thrust my hand into 
my pocket and flung two half dollars on the 
counter, to prevent her from producing any more 
confusion by the sound of drts, Three cents was 
the change which she returned, This served to 
assist me in discovering the meaning of the words 
which she had used. I took leave of the good lady, 
and soon after bade my friend good morning. 
This inconvenience is not peculiar to Philadel- 
phia. A stranger will meet with the same in every 
state in the Union. If it were a necessary evil we 
might guard against it as one of that class, but it 
is not ;—the reason for its continuance arises from 
the difficulty of reforming old customs. It is, how. 
ever, becoming unfashionable, and I hope the time 
is not far distant, when the public will see the 
great advantages of reckoning according to the 
United States currency, and entirely explode the

with him, drenched in the rain—when I shall no 
longer see a woman standing up in the pit of a 
London theatre, till she is sick and faint with the 
exertion, with men about her, seated at their ease, 
and jeering at her distress; till one, that seems to 
have more manners or Conscience than the rest, 
significantly declares “ she should be welcome to 
his seat, if she were a little younger and handsom- 
er.” Place this dapper warehouseman, or that 
rider, in a circle of ther own female acquaintance, 
and you shall confess you have not seen a politer 
bred man in Lothbury. 

Lastly, I stall begin to believe that there is 
some such principle influencing our conduct, when 
more than one half of the drudgery and coarse 
servitude ot the world shall cease to be performed 
by women.

our grandams. He was the Preux Chevalier of 
Age; the Si: Calidore, or Sir Tristan, to those who 
have no Calidores or Tristans to defend them.— 
The roses, that had long taded thence, still bioom- 
ed for him in those withered and yellow cheeks. 

He was never married, but it his youth he paid 
his addresses to Susan Winstanley, old Winstank y’s 
daughter, of Ciapton—who dying in the early days 
of their courtship, confirmed in bim the resolution 
of perpetual bachelorship. It was during their 
short courtship, be told me, that he had been one 
day treating his mistress with a profusion of civil 
speeches—the common gallaniries—to which kind 
of thing she had hitherto manifested no repug 
nance—but in this instance with no effect.

1 wish the whole female world would entertain 
the same notion of these things, that ‘iss Winstan- 
ley showed. Then we should see something of the 
spirit of consistent gallantry ; and no longer wit. 
ness the anomaly of the same man—a pattern of 
true politeness to a wife—of cold contempt, or 
rudeness, to a sister—the idolater of his female 
mistress—the disparager and despiser of his ny 
ie s female aunt, or unfortunate—still fernale— 
maiden cousin. Just so much respect asa Wem 
derogates from her own sex, in whatever condits »» 
placed—her handmaid, or dependant—she de- 
serves to have diminished from herself on that 
score; and probably will feel the dimmution, when 
youth, and beauty, and advantages, not inseparably 
from sex, shall lose of their attraction. What a 
woman should demand of a man in courtship, or 
after it, is first—respect for her as she is a woman; 
—and next to that—to be respected by him above 
allother women. But let her stand upon her fe- 
male character, as upon a foundation; and let the 
attentions, incident to individual preference, be so 
many pretty additaments, and ornaments—as 
many, and as fanciful, as you please—to that main 
structure.

did not, as did the noisy crowd, applaud it—T had 
not taste enough —I have seen a smirking fellow 
mouth and rant, and stamp, and frown, through a 
most sweet tragic speech, then never wait for the 
reply of his opponent, but coolly turn upon his 
heel, face the audience, and “ grinning horribly a 
ghastly smile,” show them what a huge set of 
teeth he had: yet could not as did those who were 
more competent, think he was “ holding the mir. 
ror up to nature” Thave heard a fellow, through 
a soliloquy, “grate like a dry wheel upon the 
axle,” and seen him “suit the action to the 
word,” even to cramming his fingers into his mouth 
yet could not think "twas admirable—as did bet. 
ier judges—In short, I have seen many things, 
that my boyish tastes would not acknowledge to 
be copies of nature—but I wanted taste and judg.

perished. Morales finding his situation a bad 
one, retreated with his army to Gibraltar, leaving 
Admiral Padilla and the Colombian forces in pos. 
session of his strong hold, the forts being manned 
by the Patrints and their flags hoisted, they pro- 
ceeded towards the city, “ which immediately ral. 
lied round the standard of Liberty.” Morales not 
thinking himself safe, went on towards Porto Ca- 
bello, taking Coro in his way When two davs 
march from Coro, near Valencia, he fell in with 
the advance guard of Gen. Paez—an action ensu. 
ed, and Morales’ army was completely routed. — 
In this, as in several other actions, the Spanish 
General displayed a want of courage, leaving the 
field of battle, and his army to the mercy of the 
enemy. 


Mexican accounts to the 24th ult. are re- 
ceived at Charleston by an arrival from Ha- 
vana. A letter duted at Havana, June 8, 
suys, “ The confirmation of war gives ad- 
ditional animation to business, particularly 
as regards sugars and freights to Europe. 
Every thing is quiet, and I think rather 
promising as regards our political and per- 
haps commercial situation.
